At a meeting held in Concord Tues- 


day, it was decided not advisable to 
send the New Hampshire brigade to 
New York on the occasion of the Dewey 
day. The decision was tbrought about 
by the expense of the trip. 


The meeting Tuesday was held in the 


office of tlie adjutant general, and there 
were present beside Gen. Ayling, Gen. 
Jason E. Tollea, the three colonels,Cap- 
tain Davis of the cavalry, aud Quarter- 
mister Charles B. Bodwell of Manches- 
ter. The session convened at 11 o'clock, 
and the matter of the proposed trip was 
thoroughly discussed. 


The one great obstacle which seemed 


to intervene \vaa the probable expense 
of the proposed trip. It waa estimated 
that it would cost for some of the com- 
panies at least 810 per man and the 
state was not iu a position to go to such 
an expenditure. 


It was voted not to go to New York as 


a brigade. 


The decision was a great disappoint- 


ment to many of the officers of the bri- 
gade, who had hoped that New Hamp- 
shire would be represented. Some of 
the individual companies have shown a 
great deal of interest in the matter, and 
have gone to work to raise money to 
defray their ownjexpenses. There is a 
no more disappointed officer than Gen- 
ral Ayling, who would have liked to 
see the Now Hampshire brigrde go.

possibilities of concerted instrumental 
music for the village is orchestra. This

The proceedings in Dreyfus's appeal

Then it poes to the 
Seine Tribunal. From there it Is sent 
to' the Military Governor of Paris who 
summons the Court. The Court then 
appoints a reporter to read over the 
proceedings. These formalities will oc- 
cupy so much time that It is believed 
the appeal will not l>e heard for a 
month.

spondent to Pablo DoBverulue. Bec,ir> 
ary of Finance, and to the rallroftft 
manager*, Beuor Desvenilne pointed 
out that, In addition to the 10 per cent. 
tax laid upon passenger rickets, a 3 
per cent, tax la laid upon freight, and 
wllected from the passengers. Besides 
these, the railroads, he Maid, must pay 
a tax of nearly 5 per cent, on their net 
profits. This latter tax is collected 
when the companies pay their divi- 
dends, every six months; and the delay 
m paying It Is due not only to the fart 
that the railroads have not yet publish- 
ed a dividend, but also to the fact th.it 
the tax was, In the first lust ante, mu- 
nicipal. 


Not until the end of July was It 


thought advisable to make it a state 
tax. At that time proper steps were 
taken regarding the collection, with a 
view of avoiding the difficulty of divid- 
ing up the assessments among the vari- 
oue municipalities. Seuor Dmveruine 
said he regarded the aggregate taxa- 
tion n« high, remarking that many of 
the lines suffered enormous losses dur 
ing the war, one having every station 
from Havana to Matanzax destroyed. 
He favored a reduction in the burden 


The railroad managers agreed In as- 


serting that the Cuban lines were more 
lieavlly taxed than any oth«*r railroads 
in the world. The freight and passen- 
ger tax and the property lax are local 
charges, made by every little town, nnd 
the additional tax on profits also goes 
into the island'sfunds. The managers 
are unanimous in thinking that the 
present system of taxation is a heavier 
burden than has even been borne in 
Cuba, except in war times.

THE COMING CENSUS. 


Fifty Thousand Enumerators Soon 


to Be Selected. 


Washington, Sept. 12.—In an inter 


view, W. R. Merriam. Director of the 
Census, said in reference to the »p 
polntment of enumerators: 


"Our next groat undertaking—and 


any branch of a work which must 
reacli overy nook and corner, farm aud 
cabin, in the United Stalew la great—is 
that of selecting about 50,000 enume- 
rators for taking the twelfth cemus. 


"We are trying strenuously to pre- 


pare for a complete and reasonably per- 
fect census. In any important line of 
private business preliminary training is 
required of those charged with con- 
ducting Its details. In my view, those 
who desire to act as census enumera- 
tors should take up the study of census 
laws, chedules, and statistics, thus 
famillariing themselves as far as pos- 
sible with the actual details of the 
work. In this way they will b»> pro 
pared on the 1st of June next, like a 
great and well-drilled army, to begin 
their labors utlderstandingly aud har- 
moniously from ocean to ocean, with- 
out after that day requiring further 
orders or instructions. 


"Willie I shall not undertake to se- 


lect enumerators without, consulting 
with the proper Census Supervisor as 
to the qualifications and experience of 
applicants, I would like to suggest that 
all candidates adopt the course I have 
indicated and thus help to Insure, at 
the threshold of the twentieth cen- 
tury, the most perfect census in the 
history of the Republic." 


Will Strengthen a Garrison, 


Halifax, N. S., Sept 12.-Orders have 


been received by the general in com- 
mand of the garrison for Colonel Col- 
tard. assistant chief stuff officer; Lieu- 
tenant Beer, It. A.; Staff Sergeant Mor- 
ris of the commissariat department and 
a detachment of Royal artillery to pro 
ceed at once to Ksquimault. B. C. A 
company of 350 artillery received in- 
structions to prepare to follow. 


Information has been rceived that 


the British North American and West 
Indies squadron would lie strengthened 
by the first-class cruiser Hermes, re- 
lieving the Talbot.

THE EIGHT HOUR LAW. 


Col. Partridge Does Not Think It 


Applies to Lock Tenders. 


Albany, N. Y., Sept. 12.—Regarding 


the operation of the eight-hour law In 
connection with the work of lock tend- 
ing on the state canals, Col. Partridge. 
Superintendent of Public Works, said: 
"When the law first became operative, 
I bad some doubts as to its applying to 
alL lock tenders. 1 refer to those lock 
tenders who are stationed where their 
work Is not continuous, where they do 
not actually labor more ihan two or 
three hours of the twelve they are on 
duty, and where, in extreme cases, they 
do not actually see a boat during the 
twelve hours they are at work. To 
change from twelve to eight hour 
shifts would increase by r»0 per cent, 
the cost of lock tending, and the Legis- 
lature made no provision for meeting 
this added expenditure. 


"To increase the running expenses by 


employing additional help sufficient to 
man all locks with eight hour tricks 
would mean a deficit, and in creating 
it I would be but violating another 
law passed at the last session of the 
Legislature, which forbids any official 
to create an obligation against the 
state in advance of an appropriation 
to meet such obligation. Only three 
other courses lay open to me. One was 
to increase the force of lock tenders 
and decrease the force of men neces- 
sary to a proper care and maintenance 
of the canals, in which case a dis- 
astrous break might occur at any time, 
and I would be in the position of hav- 
ing serious trouble on my hands and 
no organized force with which to meet 
it 


"I do not believe any dissatisfaction 


exists among the employes of the de- 
partment because of the safe and con- 
servative course I have adopted iu this 
matter." 


Another Fatal Wreck on the Erie 


Cony, Pa., Sept. 12.—The second 


fatal wreck In less than a week has oc- 
curred on this division of the Erie Rail- 
road. Charles Horn, the fireman, was 
killed. An extra freight hound west 
left half the train at Randolph, the en- 
gine taking the first half to Kennedy. 
In some way a oar broke loose and re- 
mained standing on the main track, 
half way between the stations. The 
engine retiring light for the other part 
ran into the car with a fearful crash 
Fireman Horn was caught between the 
tender and boiler and badly crushed.

'Shame upon the Transvaal!' 


"Next come Joseph Chamberlain's

with the Transvaal's franchise regula- 
tions. This reaches the ears of tho 
whole world, and the Transvaal, de- 
serted by all the civilized or 'great' 
powers, is unable to get either im- 
partial invwrtigation or arbitration. 


"Thus, unaided by any, the Republic 


must bow the knee to Chamberlain, 
must concede his demands and lose Its 
Independence or else set all South 
Africa ablaze. 


"This is our true position. We htope 


and pray for peace, but we shall not 
abandon the independence of the Be- 
pnblic so long: as we have life, let the 
cost be what it may."

RENEWED ACTIVITY AGAINS1 


THE FILIPINOS. - - 


Two Military Department* Will Be 


Established— MaeArthur and Law< 
ton In Command— The War J>e» 
partment Familiar With All the 
Proposed Plaas, 


Washington, Sept. 12.— War Depart- 


ment officers apparently regard It as 
certain that there will be a very early 
beginning to the aggressive movement 
against the Filipinos in the Island of 
Luzon. It Is probable that the War 
Department is thoroughly 
familiar 


with Gen. Otis's plan of campaign, but 
the officers naturally decline to give 
any details of the matter, holding that 
it would be unwise to do so, as the 
natives would be likely to get hold -of 
anything published. They do not deny," 
however, that some stirring news will 
probably 
come from Manila much 


earlier than expected. 


Nobody can predict when the rainy 


season will come to an end, as that tin 
healthy season has always been very 
uncertain. Last year dry weather did 
not come until Dec. 1, but there Is a 
belief that the rain will cea«e earlier 
this year. At any rate, the campaign 
will probably be begun before Decem- 
ber, no matter what the condition of 
the weather. 


Major-Gen. Otis Informed the War 


Department some time ngo that he 
wanted to divide the Philippines Into 
military districts as soon n«s the rainy 
season -was over. He submitted a plan 
for two military departments in Luzon, 
one consisting of the Vlsayas and an- 
other of the Stilus. The plan was ap- 
proved by the Department It Is un- 
derstood that one of the Luzon depart- 
ments will consist of all territory in 
the Island to the north of Manila nnd 
the other of all territory to the south- 
of the capital. Should the plan be put, 
into operation before the beginning pft 
the coining campaign it will mean that' 
on Lawton and McArthur will depend 
the management of military matters in 
their respective districts. 


The Idea is, according to military, 


men. 
to conduct the campaign as ef- 


forts to suppress Indian uprisings In 
this country are conducted. Whenever 
an Indian outbreak occurs the War De- 
partment odifles the commanding of- 
ficer of the military department of 
which the trouble is. to send troops to 
the scene of the difficulty if necessary. 
To the commanding officer is usually 
left the selection :yirt distribution of 
troops. The War Department nets 
only In a supervisor/ capacity, trusting 
much to the judgment of the command*' 
ing officer of the military department. 


It is reported to Ue the desire of the 


War Department that this plan be fol 
lowed in the Philippines, but no offi- 
cial verification ca^i be obtained. If 
the plan is carried out General Mac- 
Arthur will be tbfl central figure of 
public interest in tl»p islands. He will 
be in command of the department iu 
which most of the heavy fighting will 
occur, and if the assumption of some 
army officers is correct, MacArthur 
will be left to make his own plans and 
to carry them on without Interference 
from Manila or Washington. 


Gen. Otis would, of course, under 


such a plan be the channel of transmls: 
sion between MacArthur and Wash-' 
ington. and would, by virtue of his 
seniority 
in the 
Philippines, have- 


supervisory power over 
everything 


that MacArthur di£. but would leave 
him to conduct the campaign without 
Interference. Lawtr n would have com- 
mand of the territory south of Manila 
under the same conditions. It remains 
to be seen whether *jr not the belief ^ot 
army officers In tl Is connection are 
well founded. Certainly the idea is;In 
accordance with tin- policy of gov-ewi- 
ments in dealing with internal troubles 
not invohing the srvfety of the entire, 
nation.

As the season advances towards June 
the tramps begin to fall off, and during 
July and August they are few and far 
between in the police station, although 
numerous enough everywhere else. 


The fall tun, which began this week, 


s shorter but stronger while it lasts. It 
inds the tramps scattered ?U over the 
rural districts, and they seak the cities 
on the approach of the cold faU rains. 
The will continue to come in by threes 
and fours each night from now until a 
real cold snap whitens the earth. Then 
they will flock in by the score, and the 
work of booking them will be quite a 
ask for the night officer. But 0s soon 
s winter sets in in eirnest there will 
>e a falling off until lodgers at the eta- 
ion will be as scarce as in summer, 
'he reason is that the tramps have all 
ot iuto jail, or some place to do a little 
work, or else they have gone south or 
re housed up in the large cities. Only 
workingmen out of jobs or amateurs 
ry tramping for a steady thing in the 
atitude of Portsmouth after Thanks- 
giving.

myself." 


The Congressman paid his respects to 


Aguinaldo as follows: 


"Aguinaldo is twice the traitor to his 


country that Benedict Arnold was, yet 
people refer to him as a Lafayette; he is 
nothing more nor less than a land pirate 
who sells hia country for gold; he is an 
unvarnished traitor." 


When aaked as to how his canvass for 


the United Stales was progressing, he 
replied: 


"Favorably." 
He refused flatly to advance 
any 


opinion as to which one of the many 
aspirants for his position in the national 
house wonld be successful. 


"It wonld be unwise for me," he said 


"to show preference for any of the can- 
didates, because they are all personal 
friends of mine, and helped to put me in 
congress for three terms."

THE PHILIPPINES. 


Sec'y Wilson Thinks They Are tho 


Richest Regions in the World. 


One of the best features in fhe Phil- 


ippines is tbe prospect that the United 
Stales, within I he coming year, will re- 
store order throughout the islands. But 
for the cession of tlie group to this 
country it would be the scene of civ!! 
war for a generation. Few of tlie 
Islands would submit to Aguinaldo's 
military despotism and constant revo- 
lutions would have occurred even In 
Luzon. B.it the United States will 
establish a stable, free upright govern- 
ment, and prevent the anarchy threat- 
ened. Tinder present disadvantages the 
commerce of tlie Philippines is im- 
proving fast. Both export and import 
duties frequently break the record. 
Receipts from the time of the Ameri- 
can occupation to July ?,1 last reached 
the surprising total of :?. 
r>.2:M),5fJS. leav- 


ing a balance on hand of $1,S7(>.r!30. It 
is stated that tlie War Department of- 
ficials are deeplv impressed with the 
commercial possibilities of the islands. 
Ifnder the piesent military government 
receipts are running ahead of expenses 
by over 50 per cent. Under ordinary 
conditions not a dollar will be required 
from the treasury of the Fnited States 
on account of annexation. 


Secretary 
of 
Agriculture 
Wilson 


thinks the Philippines are one of the 
lie best regions in the world in natural 
resources, but need an advanced race 
to develop them. Their tropical area 
will round out the production of the 
United States. lie expects much there 
from the dairy interest. Reports of 
extensive mining deposits continue to 
come in. Valuable deposits of gold 
have bee found and tested on the 
southeastern coast of Luzon, and gold 
is known to exist in other provinces. 
The United States never coveted these 
Islands, but they are ours through the 
legitimate results of war. We have the 
men and the means to quiet them, to 
s-nve them from perpetual native con- 
flict and atrocities, and to utilize their 
riches. By a natural and righteous 
chain of events they have fallen into 
the hands of a capable and enlightened 
owner.—New York Times.
